THE SALAD BOWL? 


Lettuce, tomatoes and perhaps a dash of Malathion? Malathion, is an 
organic phosphate which is used in aerial mosquito spraying, is contained 
in many garden and household insecticides, and as every enterprising 
salesman would have you believe, is entirely harmless. It’s a poison, but it 


is harmless, 


“The alleged “safety” of malathion rests on rather precarious ground, 
although — as often happens — this was not discovered until the chemical 
had been in use for several years. Malathion is “safe” only because the 
mammalian liver, an organ with extraordinary protective powers, renders it 
relatively harmless. The detoxification is accomplished by one of the 


enzymes of the liver. If, however, 


something destroys this enzyme or 


interferes with its action, the person exposed to malathion receives the full 


force of the poison. 


Unfortunately for all of us, opportunities for this sort of thing to 
happen are legion. A few years ago a team of Food and Drug 
Administration scientists discovered that when malathion and certain other 
organic phosphates are administered simultaneously a massive poisoning 
results — up to 50 times as severe as would be predicted on the basis of 
adding together the toxicities of the two. In other words, 1/100 of the 
lethal dose of each compound may be fatal when the two are combined. 

This discovery led to the testing of other combinations. It is now known 
that many pairs of organic phosphate insecticides are highly dangerous, the 
toxicity being stepped up or “potentiated” through the combined action. 
Potentiation seems to take place when one compound destroys the liver 
anzyme responsible for detoxifying the other. The two need not be given 
simultaneously. The hazard exists not only for the man who may spray this 
week with one insecticide and next week with another; it exists also for the 
consumer of sprayed products. The common salad bowl may easily present 
a combination of organic phosphate insecticides, Residues well within the 


legally permissible limits may interact. 


The full scope of the dangerous interaction of chemicals is as yet little 
known, but disturbing findings now come regularly from scientific 
laboratories. Among these is the discovery that the toxicity of an organic 
phosphate can be increased by a second agent that is not necessarily an 
insecticide, For example, one of the plasticizing agents may act even more 
strongly than another insecticide to make malathion more dangerous. 
Again, this is because it inhibits the liver enzyme that normally would 
“draw the teeth” of the poisonous insecticide, 

What of other chemicals in the normal human invironment? What, in 
particular, of drugs? A bare beginning has been made on this subject, but 
already it is known that some organic phosphates (parathion and 
malathion) increase the toxicity of some drugs used as muscle relaxants, 
and that several others (again including malathion) markedly increase the 


sleeping time of barbiturates.” 


Malathion has been known to induce severe muscular weakness to 
chickens, accompanied by distruction of the sheaths of the sciatic and 


spinal merves. But Harmless!

If thwarted and furhter oppressed 
rather than understood and sup- 
ported by whites, American Black 
people, growing in strength, but 
feeling like a blinded, chackled 
persecuted captive, without hope of 
freedom or victory, could, as 
Sampson did, bring the temple down 
upon self and upon the enemy. 

The warning is sounded by Dr. 
Charles A. Pinderhughes, Associate 
Professor of Psychiatry, Tufts Univer- 
sity School of Medicine and Director 
of Psychiatric Research, Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Boston, 

“As long as our society fails to 
seek understanding and constructive 
relationship to the Black Power class 
of reactions,’’ he stressed, ‘‘progress 
toward democracy, equality, mutual- 
ity and consideration in intergroup 
relationships will be impossible.” 

Dr. Pinderhughes possesses the 
credentials to comment, evaluate and 
offer solutions to the problems which 
today appear to be bringing the black 
and white races in America to a wider 
polarization. 

A resident of Roxbury and active 
at both the community and policy- 
making levels, he has been deeply 
involved in the movement which 
sought to bring about change first by 
demands for intergration and then by 
the present-day call for black 
separation, self-development, and 
autonomy as a step toward full 
equality and participation with 
whites in American life on what they 
had seen in brief television appear- 
ances they would get a clearer picture 
of the man. His utterances quoted by 
the press are out of context with his 
real purpose of trying to unify black 
people to protect themselves, think 


. well of themselves and more actively 


Participate in determining a con- 
structive course for their lives,” 
“The Black Power class of 


reactions involve disparity in paired 
parties, with one in power and the 
other in dependency, when the de- 
pendency party seeks equal status, 
while the party in power resists.”’ 

“A comparison can be made with 
the conflicts between labor and 
management, women suffragettes and 
men, college students and college 
administrators, and between adol- 
escents and adults, 

“The fact that they are often 
managed badly with unnecessary con- 
flict, and at times riots, primarily 
reflects the unrecognized immature 
motivations of persons in power. 
Their lack of understanding, use of 
power, sense of entitlement, and lack 
of cooperation are retained from 
early childhood patterns. 

“They denigrate others and 
aggrandize themselves. They are more 
responsive to the needs of a single 
individual with whom they identify, 
than to a million individuals they see 
as outsiders,’’ 

Dr. Pinderhughes went on to 
explain how appearance-related 
paranoia, hierarchy-related paranoia, 
and group-related paranoia create 
misinformation and delusions about 
self and other people. 

“Regardless of the factors respon- 
sible for its development, influential 
meaning is associated with color, 
with hierarchy, and with relationship 
to one’s group. White generally 
comnotes the bright, the nobler, and 
the ‘good’, while black connotes the 
sad, the gloomy, and the ‘evil’. 
Persons viewed as ‘high’ are assigned 
more value than those seen as ‘low’. 
Members of one’s own group are 
aggrandized while outsiders are de- 
valued. These associations when 
projected during the process of 
perceiving and evaluating other per- 
sons provide an unconscious basis for

false beliefs. All persons share the 
Primitive psychological processes 
derived from the projection of 
attitudes about upper and lower, and 
light and dark body parts and pro- 
ducts. 

“Accommodation to groups 
generally reactivates latent paranoid 
processes to varying degrees as 
members of a group learn to project 
the same interpretation to a given 
object or idea, while members of a 
different group may project different 
meanings upon the same object. 

“Groups do not recognize 
delusions as long as all members 
believe them. They require group 
members to remain loyal and to use 
their reason and other faculties to 
support group delusions. 

“This group-related paranoia has 
not been considered pathological by 
psychiatrists. However, it is respon- 
sible for such extensive intra-psychic, 
inter-personal, and inter-group con- 
flict, for so many misunderstandings, 
acts of violence and deaths on a 
massive scale, that psychiatrists may 
come to identify it as the most 
serious disease-producing factor in 
our era.” 

“Violence is in no way central in 
Black Power concepts except for

(Cont. from Page 1)- 
defense and self-preservation. For 
many blacks it means learning and 
testing new roles, learning not to 
capitulate and surrender themselves 
and’ experiencing a period of dic- 
tating, setting the structure and run- 
ning the show in the important areas 
of their lives. 

“For most blacks it involves a new 
relationship to their emotions, 
especially to anger toward whites 
which they now can permit, accept, 
and learn to master. 

“White power used without con- 
science and black conscience without 
power result in continuation of an 
abusive and oppressive social order. 
What most whites perceive as an 

. orderly American social system, most 
blacks experience as unresponsive, 
unremitting, dehumanized, quiet, 
courteous institutionalized violence 
not unlike colonialism. 

“In the early phases of the Black 
Power movement some abuses will 
occur as some black people take 
advantage of the new sanctions 
provided by the movement. 

“Black citizens who do not par- 
ticipate may unwillingly surrender 
control to their community leaders 
who are inconsiderate, hostile or even 
irresponsible, 

“In the phases of the Black Power 
movement to come, assuming that 
increased collaboration, rather than 
increased conflict, is to develop be- 
tween the powerful and the power- 
less in this country, integration on a 
significant scale will, for the first 
time, be possible, 

“If enough influential whites are 
able to perceive the nature and 
severity of the illness — this shared 
paranoid condition — to participate 
constructively in an alliance with the 
Black Power movement, the develop- 
ment of trust, positive bonds and 
cooperation will make peer 
relationships between blacks and 
whites possible. 

“Only when the mature influential 
persons in the United States develop 
a burning desire and sufficient power 
to mitigate the competitive orien- 
tation of behavior by increasing the 
equality, justice and mutuality of 
orientation, will exploitation, 
discrimination and inhuman 
victimization decline.”’ 

“We can go about doing thing in 
two ways; the easy way — with 
reasoning — or the hard way, which is 
the one we always seem to choose. 
Instead of resolving social problems 
by acknowledging them, diagnosing 
them and then correcting them by 
action in concert we wait for the 
dynamics of political activity to solve 
the problems. ‘ 

“We don’t employ power in the 
political sphere with conscience. 
power is aligned with anti-social 
activity in the political sphere as 
often as it is aligned with pro-social 
activity. This leads not only to the 
perpetuation of the existing problems 
but to the creation of new ones,

RESEARCH FOR HEALTH 


Artificial Kidneys 

“Bones can break, muscles 
can waste away, glands can 
loaf, even the brain can go to 
sleep without immediate dan- 
ger to survival. But should the 
kidneys fail . . . neither bones, 
muscle, gland nor brain could 
carry on.” 

So said the late Homer W. 
Smith, a noted physiologist, 
some years ago. Today, how- 
ever, his statement might be 
altered to conclude with the 
words “without benefit of arti- 
ficial kidneys.” For these re- 
markable devices are permitting 
many Americans suffering from 
kidney failure to carry on near- 
normal, productive lives. It was 
not always thus. 

Artificial kidneys are me- 
chanical devices that can be 
used to cleanse the blood when 
the natural kidneys fail to do 
the job. Until permanently 
functioning transplantation of 
healthy donor kidneys becomes 
a practical reality, artificial kid- 
ney therapy is the only hope for 
survival for the majority of 
patients with kidney failure. 

Only seven years ago, it was 
necessary at each treatment to 
insert tubes into a major vein 
and artery to conduct the flow 
of blood from the patient to the 
artificial kidney machine and 
back. The number of times a 
patient could be “hooked-up” to 
the device was limited. Then, 
in 1960, a group of scientists in 
Seattle announced the success- 
ful development of a system of 
permanently-implanted plastic 
tubes in an artery and vein 
which permitted patients to be 
connected repeatedly to an arti- 
ficial kidney. 

Although this research find- 
ing marked. a new era in arti- 
ficial kidney therapy, two major

obstacles remained to be over- 
come: the complexity and the 
extremely high cost of treat- 
ments, which make the service 
unattainable for many patients. 


In the summer of 1965, how- 
ever, Congress appropriated 
funds to the National Institute 
of Arthritis and Metabolic Dis- 
eases (NIAMD) of the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health to 
step up research aimed pri- 
marily at solving these two 
problems. The institute sup- 
ported the work of the investi- 
gators who developed the per- 
manently-implanted tubes. 


Dividends are already re- 
sulting from the new Artificial 
Kidney Program. A compact, 
more efficient artificial kidney 
has been developed which has 
the potential of markedly low- 
ering the time and blood trans- 
fusion requirements, as well as 
the cost of such treatments. 

During 1967, a new tech- 
nique for storing and re-using 
conventional artificial kidney 
equipment was devised which 
reduces the cost and simplifies 
the work involved in assem- 
bling and disassembling the 
equipment, particularly in the 
patient’s home. This procedure 
results in an estimated saving 
of about $800 per year and a 
30 per cent reduction in the 
work involved. 

One long-range goal of the 
institute research program is de- 
velopment of a foolproof, sim- 
ple, and effective artificial kid- 
ney which could be used by the 
average patient without outside 
help. 

Although some progress has 
already been made in this di- 
rection—with the development 
of an experimental disposable 
“cartridge”—much tedious and 
painstaking research remains to

PIPELINES

said. “It was a time-consuming 
task because the joints were 
sometimes only twelve feet 
apart. Now we can seal inter- 
nally by filling the entire section 
of main with a rubber-like 
material. Sections of pipe 500 
feet or longer can be treated, 
tested and the excavations at 
each end filled and repaved with- 
in a few days. It saves us a lot of 
digging and minimizes incon- 
venience to passersby,” he said. 

“First a section of pipe is 
isolated, and subjected to high 
pressure air tests, From these we 
can determine the condition of 
the seal provided by the old 
packings. These high pressure air 
tests will let us know whether a 
segment of pipe needs to be 
replaced perhaps years before 
actual replacement becomes 
necessary, and we can schedule 
it in advance.” 

“Next a bluish viscous fluid is 
introduced into the pipeline. 
Under pressure, the fluid covers 
the walls and fills the joints 
before it solidifies into a hard, 
rubber-like coating. You see, the 
substance not only penetrates 
into the old caulking material, 
making a tremendously effective 
seal, but it also protects the 
entire inner wall of the pipe as 
an additional safety factor be- 
fore the excess is removed.” 

“When the coating has dried, 
the pipe is tested again so that 
we're sure that the seal is per- 
fect,” he smiled, patting his 
hand against the big pipeline. 
“No, it’s not exactly like the 
stuff they build into those self- 
-sealing automobile tires,” he 
said, “but in terms of efficient 
pipeline service to our 
customers, it’s probably a lot 
better.”
